N ew York, April 20.—Austin Abbott, 
LL. D., dean of the New York Uaiver- ; 
sity law school, died at his late resi­ 
dence yesterday after on illness of about 
IO weeks.

Austin Abbott was born in Boston, Dec. ! 
18,1881. Ile was the son of .Jacob Abbott 
and a brother of the late Benjamin 
Vaughan Abbott, Dr. Lyman Abbott of 
Brooklyn and Dr. Edward Abbott of 
Cambridge, Mass. 
He was graduated 
from the New York Univeriity in l*‘>t, 
and soon after that, was admitted to the 
practice of law, forming a practice with 
his brothers Vaughan and Lyman. 
In 
conjunction with the former he began the 
publication of Abbott * New ''I ork Digest, 
and Abbott’© Forms. He carried these on 
alone for a number of year*. He was 
author of a series of books on Methods of 
Ijegal Procedure which have been adopted 
as standard text Ijooks and books for the 
desk and bench all over the country* 
In 1888 the New York. University con­ 
ferred upon him the degree of LL. IX, 
and in Ibid he was called upon to assume 
the position of dean of the university law 
school, wit h the chair of pleading equity 
mid evidence.

If the state enters in­ 
to th© sanctuary of conscience, the 
proper empire of the church, the appeal 
I# to (tod. aud th e state is ordered to 
hold off its hands. Separation of church 
aud state, as we have it in America, 
church and state revolving freely in 
their separate and distinct spheres; 
Catholics fall behind none of their fel­ 
low citizens in admi ring it and demand 
inc its continuance. 
The Catholic church wishes no aid 
from the state in the preaching of tho 
gospel. But liberty from the state sh© 
wism*s and clamors for as a sacred anti 
inalienable right, liberty in its fullest 
gifts under the common law of the land. 
I am a Catholic, I ani priest aud bishop, 
but I ain ail American citizen and I 
must be debarred from no rights and 
privileges accorded to other citizens be­ 
cause I am a Catholic or because I curry 
upon me the insignia of my priesthood. 
My words betray no fear for the future. 
Americans are a people of sincere relig­ 
ious convict ions nu© of profound com­ 
mon sense and they well know how to 
keep church and state separate, and yet 
give liberty its fall sway aud guard re­

Drink* Refresh lfeated Person*. 
The incessant adjuration not to drink 
with meals we have always hold the re­ 
verse of truth from theory and from ex­ 
perience. The latter is that dry meals 
cause heartburn, tho former shows that 
splitting up tho mt*al of solid food with 
liquid acts precisely like splitting logs 
of wood ivuo kindling for the fire, giving 
the digestive fluid easy access to the 
small particles, instead of sizzling and 
making gas on the outside of a wad of 
thick paste. And the talk of diluting the 
gastric juice is nonsense, because the 
surplus fluid drains quickly through the 
stomach. Better drink too much than 
too little. 
We are glad now to be re-enforced by 
an English sporting man, Mr. Horace 
Hayes, who says that drinking nothing 
during or for an hour and a half after 
meals is the best of ways to train down 
weight, but he cannot do it because it 
always brings on rheumatism—probably 
from the solid food producing overcon- 
centratfxl salts in the circulation, and 
consequent deposits in the muscnlal 
fiber. The same writer says that tho no» 
tion about animals txnng injured by giv­ 
ing them a drink when heated is a stupid 
and cruel piece of barbarism; that it 
only does them harm when the «Irink is 
very cold, by producing nervous shocks 
as it would to a man, while if the chill 
is taken off it first, it refreshes a heated 
horse to take a good drink just as it does 
a heated human being.—Travelers’ Rec

Bathe often, but do not wet the en­ 
tire surface of tho body at ouoe.

cise should be regular. Change your po­ 
sition as often as possible. Do not re­ 
main standing or sitting or lying too 
long at a time nor pass too many hours 
In bed. Take your meals at a different 
hour every day. NevertiBt at regular 
hours, but whenever yon are hungry, 
and, if it be not too soon before or after 
a meal, drink whenever you are thirsty. 
Better eat a dozen tim«« a day than 
overload your stomach at two or three 
heavy meals at long intervals. Do not
